The annual report of L. Wierda, 
city building inspector, for the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1921 shews 
the total value of buildings for 
which permits were issued to be 
$607,589. For the year ending in 
1920 the value of buildings for 
which permits wer issued amount- 
ed to $824,583.50, for 1919, $419,117, 
for 1918, 442,305.50, for 1917, $449,- 
51.50, for 1916, $273,943 aNd for 
1915, $331,948. Fees collected dur- 
ing the past year were $1,348.70. 
Although the year ending in 1920 
is the banner period for building in 
Richmond, it is expected that the 
present fiscal year will also rank 
high in comparison with the past 
five ycars. 

The eelectrical permits issued by 
the in.pector for the year ending 
June 36 number 22€ and the fees 
coilected from this source amount- 
ed vo $445.75. 


From the five electricians li- 
censes issued during the year $125 
in fees were collected makisg in 
all a total income of $1,929.45 
fees for the city. 

The report further shows April 
1921 was the month in which the 
largest valuation of permits was is- 
sued, there being thirty-one per- 
mits issued with a building valua- 
tion of $139,438. 

September 1920 ranked se€cond 
with ay total of forty-one. permits 
and valuations of $117,444.

During July 1920, third in rank, 
there were _ thirty-one permits 
issued, valuation $91,885; January 


1921 fourth in rank, twenty-one per- 
mits, valuation, $62,070; August 
1920 fifth, thirty-five permits valua- 
tion $43890; December 1920 sixth, 
fifteen permits, valuation $35,715. 

February 1921 came seventh in 
the list with a total, of nineteen 
permits and a. valuation of $25,135; 
May 1921, eighth, twenty permits, 
valuation $25135; October 1920, 
ninth twenty-nine permits, valua- 
tion $23,885; November 1920, ‘tenth, 
twenty-six permits valuation $18,547; 
March 1921, eleveNth, twenty-six 
permits, valuation $10,900; June 
1921 twelfth, fifteen permits with a 
valuation of $8,763. 

Six permits were issued for pub- 
lic buildings all of which are listed 
in the report as having a valuation 
of $202,083 Permits for store 
buildings numbered eleven with a 
valuation of $104,850. 

Dwelling permits totalled sixty- 
one with a valuation of $201,070. 
Only one permit was issued in the 
apartment class, its value being 
$19,000. For old work there were 
eighty- -two permits, the ‘valuation 
being $33,386.
